JUTE WAREHOUSES: FIRE-BRIGADE. 


Mr. Bernard moved that the Bill to amend the law for the registration 
of jute warehouses, and to provide for tho establishincut of an efticidnt tire-, 
brigade, be considered in order to the final settlement of its clauses, He said the 
clauses were settled by the Council at its last mecting, but the Bill was not then 
passed, as several important alterations were mado on that day, and it was 
considered expedient that the Bill should be republished before Doing passed, 
Yesterday and to-day notice had been given of some further amendments 
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which were to be proposed, and he therefore moved that they should be ,taken 
into consideration in the order in which they stood. 

+ Basoo Dioumper Mrrrer said, that the necessity of the first amendment 
of which he had given notice would become apparent when it was considered 
that the time for putting tho Act into operation would bo entirely contin- 
gent on the completion ef the inspection and submission of the report of the 
Sclect Committee of the Justices provided for under section 6 of the Bill. The 
number of jute warehouses scattered over the town was so large that the: 
preliminaries wight not be gone through by the 15th of July next, the dite 
fixed for the ‘submission of the Committec’s report. It was to remove all 
incentives to undue haste in the work of inspection and inquiry, and to its 
being perfunetorily performed, and licenses in respect to existing warchouses 
being wantonly withhold, that he thought some words of the kind he proposed 
were necessary. Tle would therefore move the substitution, in lines 1 and 2 of 
section J, of the words “such date as the Lieutenant-Goyernor may appoint 
and notify in the Caleutla Gazette,” for the words “the 31st July next after the 
passing of this Act.” 

Mr. Conviy said, it was incumbent on him to oppose this amendment. The 
amendment appeared to him to. strike at an esscntial principle of the Bill, 
that within the shortest reasonable time existing jute warchouses should be 
Drought withjn the operation of this Act. ‘The measure had been introduced 
to the Council as a. somewhat urgent one, as dealing with a question whieh 
demanded carly and prompt legislation. "It appeared td hin auost necessary 
at some carly date should be fixed for the commencement of the Act, and in 
fixing the 81st July he considered that the carliest rather than the latest 
desirable date had been fixed. Any one acquainted with the jute trade would 
agree with him that no more reasonable or more practicable date could be 
fixed than the end of the ammual jute season; and it would be more con- 
venient to the owners of jute warchouses that the Act should take effect from 
that date. He would venture to say that the practical result of the amendment 
which had been proposed would be to defer the commencement of the operation 
of the Act to another jute scason. He was sure that the bon’ble member 
himself did not intend that his amendment should have that effect. Although 
Mr. Colvin was not willing that the operation of the Act should be precipitated, 
he thought that the 31st July noxt was not too early a date to fix for the 
commencement of the Act, and he did certainly object to its being put off 
to au indefinite date. The hon’ble member had based his objection to the date 
fixed for the commencement of the Act on the ground that the work of inspec 
tion could not be properly done within the ‘time allowed; but Mz. Colvin 
trusted that the Council would support the decision of the Sclect Committeo 
by adhering to the dato fixed by diem. 

The motion was then put and negatived. 

Basoo Dicumuer Mrrrer moved that in line 8 of section 4 the words “per- 
son using tho same” be substituted for the words ‘ owner or occupier thereof.” 
Ue said the Council would obscrvo that the penalty on default being made in 
taking out a license was enforceable only against the occupier or person using 
the warchouse; he did not therefore sce the necessity of requiring the owner 
of the premises to tako out a licenso when his non-compliance with the 
requisition could not be enforced by a penalty: he would make the occupier or 
person using the premises only Tiable to take out a liconse 

Mr. Damrien said that perhaps the hon’blo metiber did not observe that 
‘the provision to which he referred was permissive: the section said that no 
warchouses should be used for the storage of jute or cotton unless the owner 
or occupier took out a license. It did not impose any ability on the owner, but 
simply enabled the owner of the premises to tale out a livense instoad of the 
vceupier, if he did not do so. 

. | Tre Puesmenr observed that tho liconse must be taken out by either the 
owner oroccupier: he thought the hon’ble member's explanation satisfied the 
objection raised by the hon’ble mover of the amendment. 

The motion was then put and negatived. 
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Basoo Dicumper Mrtrrer moved the insertion, after ‘ thereof” in line 17 of 
section 6,.of the following words :— 

“In case the said’ person is unwilling to comply with the said restrictians and conditions, he 
may serve a noties upon the owner, with a copy of the certificate annexed thereto, calling upon kim to 
comply with the terms theroof ; and in ease the owner declines or fails to enrry out the same within 
a reasonable tite, the lense of ‘the jute warehouse (provided thut. the terms thereof show that, the said 
warehouse was leased expressly for the storage uf jute or cotton) whall thereupon stand cancelled.” 

‘He said this was simply an attempt at a solution of the complications that 
would necessarily arise in the relations of landlord and tenant on the passing 
of this Act. He was, however, very far from being satisfied that the amendment: 
he proposed would mect the whole difficulty, but it would go to some extent 
towards it, and he leit it entirely to the Council to decide the matter. 

Mr. Bernanp said, he thought this amendment was an extremely important 
one, and he agreed with the hon'ble President that if the principle of the 
amendment were accepted by the Council it would be possible to put the 
amendment in a better form of words than that in which it now stood, Por his 
own part he thought that a clause of this scope would mnecessarily commit 
the Legislature to interference with existing agreements of this particular kind. 
As the amendment stood, it would only affect those leases which by their terms 
expressly showed that the lease was granted for a jute warchouse. Tle was not 
sure (nor, he believed, was the howble member,) whether such a clause existed 
in many leases: it probably did not exist in many leases; but until inquiry 


















































was made, neither the howble member nor the Couycil could say. Tf such 
a clause dal not. exist in the le: 
in 





s, thon the clause would simply become 
verative; but if it did, then this amendment would alter the conditions of all 
isting leases, and it would throw the burden of putting jute warehouses into 
order on the owner, and take it away entircly from the occupier. Mr. Bernard 
should be very glad if the President would sce fit to give the Council the 
benefit of his adviee on the logal question; and if the principle of the amend- 
ment which the hon'blo member proposed was accepted by the Couneil, Mr. 
Bernard thought the Bill ought not to be finally passed that day with an 
important amendment of this kind. The consideration of the Bill would have 
tobe postponed, so that the amendment might he carefully considéred and 
the people interested in it might have an opportunity of expressing their 
opinion upon it. 

Tum Purstpenr said that this was a very important amendment, and as it 
affected the rights of property to u great extent, he though it should not be 
disposed of in a hasty way. The notice of umondmont had only reuched him 
that-morning, and he had not had sufficient t » cousider the matter carefully ; 
but the question of principle being now before the Council, he thought it would 
be fair to consider it. He believed there were very few instances in which it 
was expressed in the lease that the hoase and premises should only be used. for 
the storing of jute; but he understood there were many Icases in which there 
was the mutual understanding between the parties that the premises were to be 
used for a jute screw-house. He did not wish to give an off-hand opinion upon 
the subject, but he thought that in the crse of a lease in whi it was 
expressly agreed that tho premises should be uscd only us a jute warchouse, 
and a supervening law came in to the effect that it should not be so used in 
its existing staterwhereby it became impossible for the tenant to get the benefit 
of his lease, the Gontract would be held to be dissolved, inusmuch as a beneficial 
enjoyment would be gendered impossible by the act of the law. But there were 
many other “cases in* which, without any ‘such express words in the lease, or 
words necessarily leading to that conclusion, it might be well understood that the 
object of the party talcing tho lease was for the purpose of a jute war 
the parties in fact did not contemplate a new law requiring other conditions, 
involving ‘an increase of expense in putting the premises into a condition which 
the existing law did not require. Therefore, if the tenant was prohibited from 
cafrying out the purposes for which he took the lease, the President thought if 
was only just that he should in soine way be protected, On the other hand, aa 
this Act stood, the landlord might hold the tenunt to his lease, notwithstanding 
that he might not be able to carry on the purposes for which he took tha 
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wremises and the Act made no provision that it should be obligatory on the 
jandlord to permit the alterations requisite to qualify the promisgs for a license. 
Usider those cireumstances it did seem fair that somo arrangoment should be 
mule to adjust these differences. Tlie question was, how was that to be done, 
The principle, he thought, of a law which interfered and imported particular 
conditions in order to carry on trade, should be that the landlord should pay the 
expenses of the alterations! and that he should be entitled to some interost ‘upon 
the money which he was compelled to lay out; and also that it should be 
obligatory on the landlord es whore the premises were in reality let«for 
the purpose of a jute warchouse, cither to make or ullow the tenant to makg the 
necessary alterations in the premises which were required by the law to put 
them in‘a proper state for the carrying on of the business. ‘The result would be 
that the landlord would he compelled to allow the alterations to be made at his 
expense, and that the tenant should pay something by way of interest ‘for 
that expenditure. 

Mn. Dauprer said that he thought sufficient time should bo given for 
the consideration of such a chuse, aid that the Council should not be called 
upon to decide the mutter at once. 

Mr. Berxann said he thought that it would be well to take the sense of the 
Council whether they wished to make an amendment of this kind at all: if it 
should be carried in the aflirmative, it would be on the understanding that 
the Bill should not be passed that day, and that the wording of the section should 
De well considered and Injd betore the Council as carly as possible. 

Mr. Bavixy said that the alternative of rejecting the, amendnient merely 
involved leaving the difficulty to be dealt with by the Courts under existing 
principles of law instead of infroducing a uew principle; and if he had under- 
stood the houble President ripditly, wal it was the case that very few leases 
did contain a special clause showing that the warchouse was leased expressly 
for the storage of jute or cotton, then the amendment would be very rarely 
operative, and the practical result would be precively the samme, and would leave 
the whole question for decision under the law as it stood. Ho was not sure tRat 
it would be worth while to introduce « questionable interference with ‘existing 
rules of law merely for this object. In the case of the destruction of a jute 
warehouse by fire, the tout would bear the loss of the remuinder of his lease, 
and the owner would suffer the loss oecasioncd by the fire. Tle thought this 
was an equitable principle. Ho thought therefore that there was some danger 
in the Council laying down a general principle of law which was to deal with 
leases of different periods of duration, some of which were said to be for 
fourteen years: while the great majority of these leases were, he believed, for 
short terms, mainly from yeur to year: and in respect to these small Ieases’ the 
principle would bé mugatory if not injurious. If we allowed a notice of six 
months to be given to the landlord, by tlmt time most of the leases would be 
at an end; and in the case of very long leases, the principle of ultimate privato 
adjustment would hold good whether the loss, in the fant instance, fell purtly 
upon the owner and partly upon the occupier, or wholly on the “seaupler, or 
Uy on the owner: but the principle would operate very differently in ‘tie 
case of long and of short leases. On the whole he thought it would’ be well 
to leave the matter as it stood; if thero was any legal difficulty, ono or two 
cases would settle it. v. 

Mx. Danrirr said that if this question was to be put to the vote, it was 
neeesuiry to draw the attention of the Council to a peint as to whieh the 
remarks of tho hon’ble member in chargo of tho Bill same hin (Mr, Dampier) 
to bunot quite accurate. ‘The hou’ble member had said, that the effect of the 
amendment as it now stood would Le to throw the whole cost and responsibility. 
on the owner, éustead of on the oceupier, but it appeared to Mr. Dampier that 
there was o sol-adjusting limit, which he thought would work somewhat in 
this way. If the lcase was for a short term the occupier would not make the 
alterations himsolf; he would cull on the owner to do so. It would be at the 
option of the owner to make them or not., He might say to the occupier, If 
you do not choose to incur the expenso, throw up your lease.” But. on the 
ther hand if tho lease was one of those fourteen years’ leases, which had been. 
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referred to, ‘and if the owner thought that it would be worth the occupicr’s 
while to incur the expense, the owner would refuse to make the alterations 
and leave the exponse to be borne by. the occupier. He thought the matter 
would adjust itself by the circumstances of each particular case. 

Mr. "ROBINSON said that he was inclined to think that the hest course would 
be to confine this Bill to the simple object of securing the safety of the town 

+ from fire., As far as his oxperience went, he did not think that the difficulty. of 
the landlord and tenant adjusting these matters between themselves would be 
ve ‘eat. From the nature of leases in Caleutta he did not think that those 
difficulties were worth much attention, and he could not foresee the slightest 
inconvenience in leaving the landlord and tenant to arrange between themselves 
how they were fairly to mect the provisions of the law. He believed any attempt 
to dé s0 would only lead to confusion and difficulty ; whereas, if the parties were 
left alone, no such difficulties would arise. 

Mr. Scratcn said, if it were competent to him to move an amendment, he 
would suggest that the section should stand over for consideration till the 
next mecting of the Council. Those who were in favor of such an amendment 
could vote for it, and if the amendment were carried, a section might be so 
prepared in tho interval before the next mecting of the Council as to meet 
the opinion and views which had been expressed by the President. Such a 
course would bring the question before the Council ina more cémplete shape, 
and the matter could then be fairly discussed and decided. 

Tre Present seid he thought, the best course would be to take the votes 
on the substantive motion first: if that motion was affirmed, the question could 
then be postponed for further consideration at the next meeting of the Council.

On the motion of Mr. Bernard two verbal amendments ‘were made in 
section 6. : . 

Ma. Bernarp moved the insertion, after the the word “suspend” in line 
3 of section 9, of the words “for such time as they shall think fit.’ He 
said that by this section the Justicgs had the pone to suspend any 
licenses, but the section did not say for what poriod the suspension should 
continue, It seemed right thut if the Justices had the power to suspend a license, 
thoy should also have power to determine for what period the suspension should 
take effoct. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Tn section 13, Mz. Berwarv moved the insertion ofthe words “ or cancelled” 
after the word “refysed” in linc 6; and of tho words “or during the time for 
which euch license ‘shall have been suspended” after the word “ thereof” in the 
same line, Ho said these amendments were introduced to give effect to 
section 9. Ag sdction if stood, a penalty was imposed for using a jute ware- 
house after the refusal to grant a licenso. But if the Justices liad power (as 
they would have under soction 9) to cancel a license which they had granted, or 
to suspend it for a certain time, it seemed necessary that some penalty should be 
imposed for a breach of ‘the order cancelling or suspending the license: These 
words were therefore proposed to be inserted with that view. 

The motions were severally agreed to. 

On the motion of Mx. Bernazp a vorbal amendment was made in section 14. 

Mr. Berwarp moved the introduction, at the end of clause (3) of section 
16, of the words “not being members of the Caloutta and Suburban Police 

B 
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Force.” He said that the object of the amendment was this. - As’ the section 
stood the Justices at a special meeting had the power to frame bye-laws, amongst 
other things, for the training, discipline, and good conduct of the members 
of the fire-brigade. Ithad been pointed out that if the fire-brigade was to be 
worked cheaply, and the town was not to be heavily burdened for its support, then 
it would naturally happen that the European and Native members of the Caleutta, 
Police should be the persons appointed to work it. As the Council were aware, * 
the Police force of Caleutta was not managed directly by the Justices, but by 
the Commissioner of Police under the local Government, and the Commissioner 
of Polico would take care to see that the officers of police appointed to the 
fire-brigade attended to their own police duties. If that were to be done, it would 
be necessary to mako many members of the police force also members 
of the fire-brigade. For instance, the Chief Officer might be an officer of the 
police; if he were not a police officer, it would be necossary that he should 
be well paid for the responsible position he would hold, and the lenge wers 
he was authorized to exercise under section 17. He would naturally be idle 
the greater part of the year, for fires were not now of frequent occurrence in 
Calcutta, and in certain seasons he would have no dutics at all to perform. The 
time of a highly paid man would thercfore hardly be fully occupied. While if the 

Yhief Officer was a police officer, and if the justices passed these bye-laws for the 
and discipline of the brigude, he would_have'to serve two masters, and 
would thus be placed ih a dificult position, It seemed better, therefore, that 
the members of the Calcutta Police force, who should also be members of the 
fire-brigade, should not be subject to the bye-laws of the Justices. 

The motion was agreed to. 


Mit. Beaxatp moved the omission from section 18 of all the words after the 
word “magistrate” in line 6, and the substitution for them of the words 
“having jurisdiction in the place in which such fire shall have occurred, 
and the said magistrate, in any case where he may sce fit, shall summon 
witnesses and take evidence in order to the further ascertainment of such 
facts”. He said that the words which he proposed to omit were inserted 
at the last mecting of the Council, with the ob of taking tho conduct 
of the investigation as to the causo of a fire, from the hands of the exe- 
cutive and imposing that duty on a judicial officer, As the section stood 
it was not quite clear whether the obligation to make enquiries of this kind 
ley an Wormnagistyate,, hv: Gveey, Gale of Tiny: ha: everybody rmnet know some 
fives were amall andl unimportant; others were extensive, and regarding which 
very careful enquiries were necessary. It seemed to Mr. Bernard unnecessary 
to burden the magistrate with the duty of making enquiries in every case of 
fire. The amendment therefore provided for the Chief Officer of the fire- 
brigade making enquiries in every case, and -he would report to the 
magistrate, who in cases of doubt or difficulty would then, if he thought 
fit, make an enquiry. Another object of the amendment was to correct an 
inaccuracy of expression in the section as it now stood. As it now read, 
the report was to bemade to ‘the Magistrate of Police of the town or 
division of the town in which the fire shall have occurred;” but as the 
Council knew the Act would apply to the suburbs as well as to Calcutta, 
and the amendment which Mr. Bernard proposed provided ‘that the report of 
the Chief Officer should be made to the magistrate having jurisdiction in the 
place in which the fire should have occurred. 


The motion was agreed to. 


Mar. Barnaxp said that as the Council had come to a decision adverse to 
the only ‘important amondment of principle which had boon proposed, and as 
the amendments which had been a; to did not make any substantive 
alteration in the provisions of the Bill, he would now move that the Bill, as 
amended, be passed. 


‘The motion was agreed to, and the Bill was passed. 
‘The Council was then adjourned to a day of which notice would be given.

Barometric . Pressure.—The pressures in column 2 of the above table for all stations below 
500 feet are reduced ftom those given in column 3 of the table on the previous page by 
adding the weight of a column of air of the corresponding temperatures given in column 17, 
For stations of above 500 fect elevation, the reduction is made by Dippe’s tables ae given 
in Guyot’s “ Meteorological and Physical Tables.” 

Temperature.—The temperatures in column 8 are reduced from those in column 17 on the 
preceding page by adding 1° Fabr. for every 350 fect. 

Wind Direclivn.—The wean wind direction and its comparative prevalence are calculated 
from the whclo number of wind observations recorded during the half month. The latter is 
given as a percentage of the whole number of observations, ‘The mean direetion is calculated 
in the usual way by Lambert's formula, : 

‘The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for 
the half month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind

2, Lanner a copy of a report, No. 88V, dated the 30th of May last, fiom 
the “Magistrate, which furnishes the particulars of the procedure under 
which the Act was, with comparative case, quickly and systematically intro- 
duced. ‘This roport was intended to sapply the call’ made in paragraph 7 of 
the Government oriler No. 4787, dated the 2th of October 1870; it wus re- 
tained in my office pending the receipt of certain furthor particulars and the 
statement now appended 

3. In all 921 anions have been created, 
keedars enrolled. The totul monthly assessment is Rs. 10,912-8-4, or Rs. 
1,80,950 per annum. The number of chow ‘s appointed and enrolled is 
2,876. this number, about two-thirds receive Rts. 3, aud oné-third sums 
betwoon Rs. 8 and 4, leaving cighty-four persons drawing above Its. 

4, Sunnuds under tho Magistrate's signature have been ised to tho 
punchayets, or are being issued, to replace the provisional perwannahs that were 
used at first by the officcrs entrusted with the introduetion of the Act.

Wrrrr referenee to your No. 48, dated the 18th April 1871, forwarding a 
copy of the Government letter No. 1565 in the Judicial Department, dated the 
Gth April 1871, to the Commissioncr of the Presidency division, regarding the 
introduction of Act VL (B.C.) of 1870, I regret to intorm you that this intima- 
tion of His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor’s views reached me long after 
all the.arrangements for the introduction of the Act into this district had been 
completed. 

2. When the Government letter No. 4787, dated 29th October 1870, was 
reccived here, it was understood that the Act was intended to be introdpced 
experimentally throughout this parti . In fact, paragraph 2 of that 
otter expressly contemplated “ever » containing more than sixty houses, 
and each group of vill in which none of the existing Chowkeedares or 
Municipal or Town Acts ure in force.” That you also understood those-orders 
as applying to more than only a few selected villages within the district. is 
clear from your No. 94Ct., dated 7th November 1870, to the Officiating Junior 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, in which you urged that it would bo 
impossible for a Magistrate to go out ‘and visit personally “every village 
or group of villages in which the Act may be introduced,” and proposed a 
more practicable arrangement, in furtherance of which you asked for 10,000 
copies of the Act. : 

8. Insendinga copy of your letter to Government on this subject, you, in 
im your No. 98Ct., dated the 7th November 1870, directed my predecessor at 
once to muke the necessary arrangements “for the systemitic introduction of 
the Act throughout the district.” The views of Government being thus 
understood, und your instructions being thus definite, my predecessor in 
December 1870 bezun to adopt the requisite preliminary measures, and before the 
end of March 1871 very thing had been completcd, and all was in working

4, In determining whit villages should be excluded from the new arrange- 
monts, the general principles adopted have beon— :

2nd.—A practical principlo,—namely, not to include villages for which 
suitable punchayuts were not cligible, ‘The-general rule adopted under this

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read and write, and that no punchayct should on any account be appointed in 
which the majority of the members were not. possessed of this degree of eduea- 
tion. Tho Magistrate was thus at liberty to use his own diseretion as to what 
villages to oxpmpt and what to include. 

5. ‘Tho Magistrates: who personally took part jn tho introduction of the 
Act were tho fullowing—Mr. Heeley made the arrangements in Baulcah, 
Godagarj, and_part of Lallpore. 1 made the arrangements in the rest of Lall- 
pore, in Bhalukyachi, Bilmariah, and Charghat. 

Baboo Bhubuneshur Sinha made the preliminary arrangements in Singra, 
Baraigaon, ‘and Nattore; and Buboo Mohendro Nath Basu made them in 
Bagmwra, Tannore, Manda, and Badaikhara. Such arrangements were accord- 
ingly altogether completed in 919 unions in this district, and in the great 
majérity of these, the puncl appointed had completed and published their 
assossinents, and began collections before the copy of the Government letter to 
the Commissioner of 24-Pergumahs was received in my office. 

6. In-your No, 48, dated 18th April, you asked “whether I would: recom- 
mend that further proceedings should he stayed until the result of the experi- 
ments hitherto has been tried. In roply T hog to state that I do not propose to 
extend the Act to any more unions in this district, and that the experiment we 
are now making extends to all the villages to which the Act is legally and 
practically applicable. Lam giving the experiment my careful’ attention, and 
the sub-divisipnal officer of Nattore and Baboo Mohendrd ‘Nath Basu are co-ope- 
rating with me in supervising the working of the punchayets.  Baboo Mohendvo 
Nath Basu writes that he has uo doubt but that the experiment will succeed. 
“A new law is always regarded by the people of this country with suspicion, 
“ut when they sco that the change is ull for the better, that representative

Baboo 
Bhubuneshur Sinha. ini Nattore; Baboo Mohendro Nath Basu in the northern 
thannahs; and Mr. Heeley and J in the southern thannabs all adopted much 
the sare procedure : certain convenient centres in the several thamahs were 
chosen, at which we arranged to halt during fixed dates, for which we invited 
the attendance of several residents and chowkcediurs from each of the villages 
within the cireles round those centres. 

In our interviews with tho deputation from such villages, we consulted 
them and the district sub-inspectors or head constables as to the amber of 
houges in each village and the arrangement of them which would be most con- 
venient. Having thus classified the villages we next selected the punchayets, 
and gave each member a copy of the Act and a sumnud of appointment. At 
the close of each day our plan was to collect all the deputations who had been 
disposed of, and to go through the Act with them, section by section, explaining 
to them clearly what tho object of the Act was, aud what were under it the 
duties of punchayets ana’chowkccdars respectively. 

8. H any questions were put or d-nubts suggested, answers and explanations 
were furnished, and the punchayets were then dismissed with instructions to 
sct about their selection of chowkecdars und their assessment of their unions 
with as little delay as possible. Travelling from centre to contro, we went 
through the same course at. each, and thus completed the arrangements, thannah 
by thannah. : es 

9. I trust this report will suffice for the one called for in paragraph 7 of

I wav thé honor to submit, for the consideration and orders of His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, the following points relating to the present port re:rulations which, under Act XXII 
of 1856, permits a vessel to retain on board, within the limite of the port, any quantity of 
powder or combustible ammunition not in excess of 50 Ths. 

‘The recent inquiry into the circumstances attending the burning of the ship Lady 
Melville elicited the fact that in close proximity to the fire, the vessel had the presoribed 
quantity of 60 Ibs. of powder stored. Had the fire reached this powder during the time when 
attempts were being made to get the fire under, the after-part of the ship would have been 
blown to pieces, and the loss of life would have been feariul. 

3. The Commissioners would therefore submit to Government that the existing laws 
should be amended, and they would propose that immediate steps be taken with a view— 

I. To limit the quantity of powder to be retained on board a vessel in port to a. quantity 
not exceeding 5 Ibs. 

IL. To empower the Commissioners, if they see fit, to prohibit vessels from bringing any 
powder into port. 

4. Tho objection which would be raised by ship-owners and agents would be based on the 
ground of the detention of the vessel ut Movapore ; and to meet this, thy Commissioners propose 
fo provide, out of the revenues of the port and without charge Yo the veasel, a properly 
constructed powder boat, to be constantly lying off the magazine, ready to take powder from or 
to vessels passing up and down the river. 

5. The Commissioners believe that the question is one of great importance, and that 
safety of life and property may be ensured without inconvenience to the carrying trade of the

a 6. Detailed estimate and plans for the construction and working of the boat will be 
submitted, should His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor be pleused to ontertain the proposition, 
and, in anticipation of His Honor’s sanction, provision will be made in the budget of 1872-73 
for carrying out the scheme. 

7. The Cemmixsioners would take this opportunity to invite the attention of Governthent 
to the advisability of taking advantage of any amendment of the existing law, such us would 
be necessary to give effect to their views in this matter of the powder, to provide definitely for the 

ayment of salvuge in cases like the * Lady Melville.” The of wn of the Advocate-Geueral 
fis been asked for on a point at present open to doubt, and a further communication on the 
subject will be sent hereafter,

PORT IMPROVEMENT ACT (AMENDMENT) BILL. 
Mr. Bernaxp presented the Report of the Select Committee on the Bill to 


emond the Port Improvement Act. Before explaining the alterations made by 
the Committee, he reminded the Council that the Bill had been introduced in 
order to grant to the Port Commissioners-the same indemnity against the acts‘of 
their river employés as the Government-had eujoyed under the old law. The 
principle of the Bill had been supported by the Chamber of Commerce, on the 

thatif auch indemnity were refused, the Commissioners would have to 
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ensure themselves against occasional losses by maintaining high rates of port 
ducs. ‘I'he Council held that it would bo better for the trade of the port that 
tho indenmity should be granted to the Port Commissioners ; and the Bill was 
referred to the Select Committee. Tho Hon’ble President, at the first reading, 
observed that it would be well that any other amendments required in the Port 
Improvement Act should be brought forward at the sume timo, so that, if possi- 
Dle, the Council might De insured against frequent tinkering of an enactment of 
this kind. ‘The necessity for exhausting any proposals for amendments would, 
Mr. Bernard hoped, be considered by the Council sufficient excuse for the delay 
which had taken place in presonting the Select Committce’s Report. The 
Select Committee had adopted the system of granting indemnity to the Port Com- 
missioners nearly as it was introduced into the Council. The only real altera- 
tion was the insertion of the word “heretofore,” so_as to extend the indemnity 
to tho year or cightcen months, during which the Port Commissioners had 
already, with so much advantage to the trade of Calcutta, managed the po: 
affuirs. 

The Sclect Committeo proposed new Sections 2, 3, and 4, with the view of 
enabling the Port Commissioners, in their capacity of Port Conservators, to 
remove wrecks in case the owners of wrecked ves declined to move in the 
matter. ‘hese sections also enabled the Commissioners to realizo the cost of 
such removal, plus a small margin, from any property they might recover. 
The margin was graxted in order to cover the loss in_ eases where no property 
was recovered, for the proposed sections designedly did not give* the Commis. 
sioners any power to cover the expenses of their work from owners or consignees. 
The work of removing wrecks must be undertaken for the good of the port,—the 
law made it very difficult to recover anything from owners who usually lived 
on another continent, and it was thought to be simplest to give the Commis- 
sioners power to reimburse themsclves for their expenses only in cases where 
they recovered property. The scetions intentionally did not provide for the Com- 
missioners claiming salvage on property they might recover ; tho object waa to 
mako tho port as popular and as cheap'as possible. There were some drawbacks 
to a swift stream like the Hooght >in which eyclones and storm waves 
occasionally occurred ; and the Commissioners did not wish to add to these draw- 
backs by claiming salvage on the rich cargoes which it might be their good 
fortune to recover from total destruction. It might not be out of place to show 
how the proposed sections would work in a case like that of the Lady Melville, 
which, as some of the Couneil would recollect, was burnt and sunk at her 
moorings. Her owners declined to have anything to do with her, and hor 
wreck preveuted the use of two or more good moorings. ‘The Commissioners 
got the vessel up, and removed her to the opposite bank, and recovered from 
tho wreck her goods, which sold for soveral thousands of rupees. In such a 
case tho Commissioners would, under the propoved sections, claim only theiz 
expenses, plus 20 per cont. They would claim uo salvage. If thoy recovered 
no property, they would claim nothing. 














Section 5, as proposed by the Committee, reduced the maximum allowance 
of gunpowder to be kept on board of vessels in tho port from 50Ibs. to 6 Ibs. 
A case had recently come to light in which a vessel with 50tbs, of powder 
stored on board her had caught fire. The flames were happily got under be: 
fore they had rcachod the powder. If this amount of powder had blown up 
in a crowded part of the river, the consequences migltt have been serious. Mer- 
chant vessels did not require a largo store of powder. on board in the port of 
Caleutta. Tho Commissioners hoped to arrange for taking all surplus stocks of 
powder off vessels opposite the Moyapore Magazine without any cost to ship- 
pers, so that this restriction, though appareutly irksome, would not cause any 
extra expense. 


The 6th Section obliged the police to give information to the Port Com- 
missioners of broaches of port rules, ‘Under recent arrangements, the Com- 
aissioners paid three quarters of the cost of river police in the port, and it 
seemed pertoctly fair that the police should do this work for the Commissigners, 
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Mr. Bennarp added that the amended Bill would, with the permission 
of the President, be published in tho Gazette, and the Council could, if it so 
pleased, proceed ‘to the scttloment of the clause of the Bill at the next meeting.’ 

‘Tue Prestwenr directod the report of the Committce and the amended Bill 
to be published in the Gazctto. 


- CHARITABLE ENDOWMENTS’ BILL. 


Mr..Berwarp moved for leave to bring in a Bill for the due appropriation 
of cortain educational and charitable endowments. It had recently Leen 
brought to the notico of the Bengal Government that charitable people—Natives 
and Europeans—had left or had given endowments to various hospituls, charities, 
and schools, in Bengal ; that in some cases trustees were named by the donors, 
in other cases no trustees were named ; provision was rarely made for suceession 
to vacant trusteeships, and it happened that in some cases there had been no 
one ve.ted with the power or responsibility to sec that the proceeds of such 
donations or endowments were fully or wisely utilized. Mr. Bernard read 
extracts from a report by a committee upon this subject. The committee had 
remarked that— 

“Three of the most considerable of these endowments had each three years’ income lying in the 
treasury to their eredit. Tt doce not appear that these balances have been accumulated for any 
particular object; and even if they have been so purposely allowed to accumulate, the balances ought 
to have been invested in Government paper from time to time, instead of lying idle im the treasury.” 

The Committee suggested— e 
“That all educational or charitable endowments for which the donors may not nominate trustees, 


or for which there may not he any surviving trustees, be vested in tho Standing Endowment ‘Trustees 
of the district (or of the division) ;” 


And they added that— 


Jt would be the business of there trustees to see-tliat the trust money was properly invested ; 
to seo that its annual yield was devoted to the object for which it was given or bequeathed, or to some 
Kindred object; and to eee that any surplus income wax frown time to time invested. "Where tho 
instructions of the donor, or the orders of Goverument, might have delegated the management of the 
yearly income of an endowment to any person or body, then the ‘standing trustevs’ would not 
interfere until'the managers died out or left.” ; 

It had been held that these suggestions, which scemed reasonable enough, 
could not be carried into effect without legislative sanction. The matter had 
been referred to by the Mon’ble President in his opening address at the bogin- 
ning of the session, and Mr, Bernard had been instructed to bring forward a 
short Bill to give effect to the suggestions he lad just read to the Council. 
Mr. Bernard submitted that it would be satisfactory to fnture donors and 
endowérs to know that trustees existed who would be bound by the law to see 
that their bequests were made the most of. The Bill would not, it was pro- 
posed, embrace religious endowments or bequests, becauso Act XX of 1863 of 
the Viceroy’s Council already sufficiently provided for such endowments ; and 
Section 14 of that Act enabled a person interested to proveot against any 
trustee or manager who might neglect or abuso any religious endowment 
under bis care. 


The motion was agreed to, and the President directed the Bill to be pub- 
lished in the Gazette. 


‘The Council was then adjourned to Suturday, the 9th instant.

Mr. Beavrorr took the oath of allegiance and the oath that he would faith- 
fully fulfil the duties of his office. 

EMBANKMENTS AND WATER-COURSES. 

Mr. Beenazp moved that the Bill to amend the law relating to ombank- 
ments and water-coprees be again referred to a select committee with instructions 
to report in one month. He reminded the Council that this Bill, which affected 
very closely the welfare of the inhabitants of large tracts in ‘Lower Bengal, 
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hed been introduced into the Council so far back as December 1870. When 
first introduced its object was to enable persons charged with the maintenance of 
embankments to act more promptly in eases of emergency, to provide for improv- 
ing drainage channels connceted with embankments, and also to.arrange for a 
niore just and fair apportionment of the cost of such undertakings. At the first 
reading of the Bill on the 7th of Janus IS71, the howble member then in 
qharge (Mr, Schaleh) explained its scope, and an hon'ble member opposites Baboo 
‘gumber Mitter) expressed his approval of its principle and his coneurence 
in the arguments of the honble mover. The Bill was for several months under 
the consideration of a select comnitice, who obtained opinions thereon from 
different parts of Bengal; finally, the select committee submitted their report 
in August last, ind the had boon presented to the Couneil. One notable 
change which that committee introduecd, was that the whole cost of existing 
works to he brought under the Bill should be paid for by the parties whose 
lands wight be protected or benefited, theugh it was provided at the same time 
that, if Government reecived any extra nie or payments for keeping up any 
embankments, such revenne should be remitted. The committee made certain 
other changes to which Mr, Bernard did not refer in detail. ‘The committee's 
report on the amended Bill was republished during the recess, and before the 
opening of the present session of the Council more than one representation 
had been recited rogurding the Bill, One specially valuable represcutation 
was received from the British Indian Association to the effect that 31 some parts 
of the country Government had, according: to ancient ‘customs or under special 
agreements, maintiined embankments at the public expense; and that there would 
be much hardship in now throwing these c! on the zemindars, With 
reference to this and to other representations, the Hon ble President on the first 
of this session, when reviewing the business to be laid before the Council, 
explained to the Council the poliey of Government. in the matter, and the 
howble member on the right (Mr. Schaleh) in charge of the Bill had also stated 
what would be done to carry out that policy. The remarks to which he 
(Mr. Bernard) alluded had been so recently inade that he would not trouble 
the Council li ading them on that occasion: they would he found in the Pro- 
coedi of the Council tor the 5th December last. Their purport was t 
tin no way desired to throw upon persons protected the cost of 
works which Government itself was bound to maintain, and an assuranc 
given that the Member in charge of the Bill would “look into the subject anc 
see what cmbankments Government was in justice bound to maintain, or 
what embankments Government had been’ ob! to take up owing to 
those who wero properly liablo not fulfilling their liabilities.” The charge 
of the Bill had been made over to Mr. Betnard, who after inaking himself, 
as far as possible, acquainted with embankment. aflairs with the approval 
or rather at) the instance of the howble member (Mr. Schalch) on his 
right, proposed that the Bill should again be referred to a select committee, 
He found that, besides the gnain point regarding the liability for the cost of 
embankment works, there were certain other references on points of detail which 
needed cali discussion and careful settlement. At the same time the Council 
might perhaps desire to know tho result of enquiries made into the history 
of different’ embankments, and the view taken of the liabilities off Government. 
So faras the official literature of the subject went, it seemed that the expenditure 
of Government on embankments for the protection of cultivated lands in Lower 
Bengal had increased enormously of late years. Government now spent on 
embankments more than double what it spent twelve yeurs ago, and it ait not do 
any thing like ull that the circumstances required. ‘This gradual, but great in- 
crease wak due mainly to the general rise in the price of labor and produce, and it 
was partly due to the inereased wants which arose everywhere as knowledge in- 
creasod. For the current year 1871-72 Government was spending on embankment 
works und repuits “exclusive of embankments, costing Rs. 53,000 a year, and 
paid for by zemindars) nearly 4} lacs of rupees. This expenditure was over and 
above the outlay on'the great Orissa embankments. ‘he present Bill did not 
concern thom, ‘The total length of the Government embankments was 
about 1,800 miles; while the length of the embankments maintained by 
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Government, but paid for by zemindars, was 430 miles. All the embankments, 
in Behar were paid for by the zomindars according to customs or according { 
special agreements which varied in different districts. It was now proposed to 
give the force of law to these customs and agreements, but at the sume time 
to permit recourse to the new Jaw in case of new works. Ji Moorshedahad 
the engagements of the zemindars given at the Decennial Settlement bound 
¢hem to giaintain embankments on their estates. but on some estites Government 
at present maintained tle embankments, while on others the zemindars did the 
work. ‘There was much loss to every body from the want of system and organiza 
tion in the management of the Moorshedabad cmbankments, and it was 
proposed that the Bill, as it now stool, should apply to this district. In the 
M-Perguunahs the charge of, and responsibility: for, embankments was at the 
end df the last century, and at the beginning: of this, handed about from one 
Government oflicer to another; from the zemindiars to Governmeut, sid back 
again from Goyermnent to the zemindars. ‘There was uo agreement ut the 
Decennial Settlement as to whether Government or the zemindars should under- 
tuke these particular embankments. For some four or five years, early in the 
present century, nobody did the work at all; and the district suffered im- 
mensely in consequence, Finally in 1838, the oubankments were i 
undertaken by Govermment on a report from the Revenue Bosrd

But it was considered that the parties interested might very reasonably 
by called upon under the Bill to pay for new masonry sluices, drainage channel 
and other improvements of a kind not contemplated when Government. took 
over the Burdwan embankments in 1809 und 1826. Mr. Bernard was glad to 
be able to mention that the account whieh he had given, and the proposuls 
which he had sketched, had been considered, and in’ general toms. approved 
by the Hon’ble Member (Mr. Schalch) before they were submitted to the 
Councik, for he was sure that the Council would give more weight to the hon’ble 
member's opinion than could be accorded to his |Mr, Bernard’s) own, 
Before he left the subject of embankments, he would only say one word on the 
general question which had been warmly discussed, on and off, during the last fifty 
ears in Bengal, whether river embankments did any good or not. Skilful 
ngineers, experienced collectors, and others, had given very discordant opiniong 
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on this point; but Mr. Bernard believed, he might say, that there was no doubt 
whatever about the absolute necessity for embankments on the sca-face of 
Midnapore or on tidal rivers. ‘l'ho reports of 1834 and 1837, sent in by the 
officers of the 24-Pergumnahs, gave a most melancholy picture, of what had 
happened in the 24-Pergammahs during the years when embankments were left to 
themselves. The zemindars were ruined, ryots emigrated, Government revenue 
was perpetually in urrears, estates paying one lac of mpc had to be ought in- 
by Government, and estates which hud fetched 24 lacs three years before, 
were sold by auction for Rs. 38,000, All or much of this deterioration was 
put down io the neglect of embankments. ‘lhe immense good which 
faa been done by the great seadyke at Midgellee was well known. The 
only new embankments which were recently proposed, on any large scale, were 
those in Orissa and those on the Gundack in Chumparun. Regarding olute 
need for embankments in Orissa, there seemed never to have been two opinions, 
though there had been much discussion as to the cheapest and best way of 
wriving the required protection. 1 s much to be said in favor of letting 
a broad and silt-laden river like the Ganges fortilize the country ; moreover 
it would be an enormous undertaking to cmbank this great river all. through 
Bengal ; but the best opinions in Be rein favor of ombanking the Gunduck. 
Mr. Thomas Gibbon, the agent of the Bettiah estate, to whose opinion on matters 
of zemindaree fumagement most natives and every European in Behar would 
dofer, had stated his conviction that the Bettiah estates would gain much in 
value if the Gunduck were properly embanked, and he held that great embank- 
monts of this kind could be successfully managed by Government and by Govern- 
ment only. If the present Bill should become law, it would, Mr. ‘ernard believed, 
contain ample safeguards against Government officers undertaking unnecessary 
works of embankment or drainage. There was one other matter which would 
be laid before the select committee, and that was a proposal to incorporate with 
this Bill provisions cnabling the majority of persons intcrested to undertake at 
the expense of the lands affected (and, if necessary, carry out for, themselves) 
improvements in the local drainage. The Hon’ble President in "his opening 
address this session dwelt on the necessity of some such legislation ; the 
hon’ble member opposite (Buboo Diguinbor Mitter) had on more than one occa- 
sion, and notably in the debate of the 7th January 1871, urged the need of 
such local drainage improvemen The Bill, as it now stood, provided for 
drainage improvements in connection with embankments; but there was, it 
wus feared, often very great need for, and very grout difficulty in effecting these 
drainage improvements. ‘The epidemic fever committee, of which the hon’ble 
gentleman opposite was a member, the skilled engincers and medical officers 
who were now examining into the phenomena of the Burdwan fever epidemic, 
all were ugreed that in many places the local drainage required much im. 
provement, and that the want of such drainage might be, and probably was, 
one of the causes of the epidemic. With the permission of the Council, 
there would he submitted to the select committee proposals for enabling the 
people to effect, or to have eflected, improvements of this kind. Mr. Bornard. 
fad explained the manner in which it was proponed to redeem the pledgo given 
by the President in regard to the Embankment Bill, butat the samo time he 
‘was quite aware that it was within tho discretion of the Committee to adopt these 
views or to modify them, and it would evontually be for the Council to consider 
how far thoy could be finally accepted. He would now move that the Bill to 
amend the law relating to embankmeuts and water-courses be again referred to a 
select committce with instructions to report in one month. The old committee 
consisted of Messrs Schalch, Thompson, and Robinson, Raja Jotoondro Mohun 
Tagore‘and himself. He now proposed that the committee should consist of— 


| Mr. Beaufort, Mr. Schalch, Mr. Dampier, Baboo Degumber Mitter, Rajah 
Joteendro Mchun Tagore, and himself. 


He was glad to be able to add that Mr. Schalch, whose knowledge of such 
matters was so well known to the Council, had kindly agroed to take charge 
of the Bill again, and conduct it through the select committee. 
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His Honor tur Present said that he had only « few words to,say before 
putting the motipn to the Council. The subject was one which hon’ble. 
members were aware, was of very great difficulty and very great eomplication, 
and had up to tho present time given him very great anxiety, Ifo was quite sure 
that he felt, and he believed the members of the Council and the people of 
Bengal would feel, very greatly indebted to the hon’ble member in 
the Bill (Mr. Bernard) for the thorough sifting of the historical questions whi 
Tie had usdertaken sv su fully, and the thorough way in which heh: 
carried: out that sifting. As they would see when the result of his investiga- 
tions was laid before the Council they would find that the facts had been 
stated as clearly as it was possiblo to state them. His Honor trusted 
that the exposition of the principles upou which the Government was 
disposed to uct, which had been so completely and clearly stated by tite 
how’ble members, would, upon examination, be found acceptable to the Com. 
mittee and the Council. he howble member had stated that which 
was the root of our present proposals, namely, that the Government proposed 
fully to accept the obligations which attached to it at the time of the 
permanent settlement; and he had also said that we proposed that any duties 
which had-been since undertaken by the Government should be examined 
in cach particular case upon its own merits, that was to say where the 
Government had made a deliberate and binding bargain, we did not nie 
to recede from that bargain, but adhere to Ow the other hund, where 
the Government had under stress of circumstances undertaken certain duties, 
Decause no onc else would perform them—where the Government had merely 
intervened as the Father of tho country in order to protect it trom dis 
owing to the failure of the obligations of others, the Govermnent was not 
irrevocably bound hy its action fer all time, We should deal with each case 
ae its own merits, and consider whether the Government was bound by real 
obligations, or whether the case should be brought under the gencral provisions 
of the Bill. 

Another feature of importance to which the ‘howble member had alluded 
was this, namely, that the obligations which were undertaken by the Govern- 
ment or by private p were of this nuture that they should maintain bunds, 
embankments, and works of a certain character. Modern nee had pro- 
gressed very much, sanitary science had progressed a little; works of a 
aracter wiknown in those days,—works which were described as sluices, drain- 
age channels, and irrigation channels, might be with advuntage, added to the 
enbankments. We thought that the Council would uceept it us equitable 
that whére works of a totally uew character were added old. 
works, the new works should be the subject uf separate and di i 
His Hoxon did not. suppose that the members of this Council or of the Committee 
would pledge themselves by their silenco, to the propositions that were now 
put forward; but he trusted they would think that so fir as a ouc-sided 
statement of the general principles enmeiated went, they were not inequitable, 
and that the Council would be prepased to give them a favorable consideration, 

he motion was agreed to. 
CHARITABLE ENDOWMENTS. 

Mx. Bennarv moved that the Bill to provide for the due appropriation of 
certain educational aid charitable endowments be read in Council. In doing 
80, he said that when he had the honor to ask for leave to bring in this Bill he 
explained the object it was’ intended to meet, and he would not trouble the 
Council in that respect again. He would now only remark briefly upon 
the provisions of the Bill. Section 1 provided for investing endowments of the 
kind mentioned in the Bill in trustees appointed by the Government, gnd the 
weetion provided most carefully that endowments for which trustees had been 
appointed, or for which trustees should oxist, should not'come under the proyi- 
tions of the ‘Act. It did not provido that trusteos appointed thereunder shoild 
in any way interfero with oxisting endowments which woro proporly maintained, 
Section 2 ‘provided that for every district in which any endowments having no 
trustees. existed, the Lieutenant-Governor should nominate trustecs. in whom 
such endowments shonld vest, and that the chief executive officer of the district 
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should be one of tho trustees, so that the Government, who were interested in 
the good order of such endowments, should be properly represented amonget the 
trustees. At tho end of tho section it was provided that the trustees appointed 
under the Act should exercise the same powers as were conferred’upon the 
trustoes undor the instrument of endowment, and where there was no instru- 
ment of endowment, that they should be subject to’ the orders of the Lieutenant. 
Govornor. The Bill did not cmp the trustees to devote the money provid 
for a, charitable or educational purpose to any other purpose thant that: for 
which the money was left. ion 3 merely enipowered the trustoes to” appro-, 
priate the income of the endowment to the objects of the donor. Ht also 
provided that the trustees, with the permission of the Lieutenant-Governor, might 
appropriate part of the capital sum of the endowment for any special object 
ebnnected with the purposes of the endowment. Somo such provision had beet 
found necessary in tho caso of religious endowments, and the law relating to 
those endowments allowed the trustees in certain cases in this way to expend the 
capital sum when necessary in furtherance of the objects of the endowments; 
such for instance was the repair of buildings which wore falling down, or the 
erection of now buildings, or in any way udding to the valuo of the property. 
Tho remaining sections provided that any’ body interested in an endowmont might 
sue the managers or trusteos if they neglected their duty. ‘This was a very 
similar provision to a clause in Act XX of 1863 which cnabled any body inter- 
ested in a religious endowment to suc the trustees or managers in a court if the 
abused their trust. At the same time an indemnity was given" to the trustees 
appointed under the Act, to the offect that they should not be liable to damages 
if they had acted dond file for the bonefit of the endowment. 

The motion was agreed to, and tho Bill was refurrod to a sclect committee, 
consisting of Moulvie Abdool Luteof, Baboo Digumber Mitter, Mr. Colvin, and 
the mover, with instructions to report in one month, 


CALCUTTA PORT IMPROVEMENT. 


Ox the motion of Mr. Brrnarp the Council proceeded to the consideration 
of the report of the select committee on the Bill to amend the Calcutta Port 
Improvement Act, being Act V of 1870 passed by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal in Council, in order to the settloment of the clauses of the Bill in the 
form recommended by the select committee. 

Sections 1 and 2 were agreed to. 


In section 8, on the motion of Mr. Schalch, the words “ with or without 
cargo” were inserted after the word ‘ vessel” in line 1; the word ‘. Commis- 
sioners” was substituted for the word “ Conservator” in lines 3, 11 and 15; and 
the words ‘ and whose decision shall be final” were added to the section. 

Tn section 4, on the motion of Mr. Schalch, the words “ within one month 
from the date of recovery” in lino 5 were omitted, and the words “may ba, 
detained by the Commissioners at the risk and expense of all parties interested 
therein” were, inserted after the word “ nature” in line 9. : 

In section 5, on the motion of Mr. Colvin, the words “from such time as 
the Licutenant-Governor of Bengal shall notify in the Calcutta Gazette and” 
were inserted after the figures 1855”; and the word “ thereafter” was substi- 
tuted for the word “hereafter” in line 6. Me 

Scctions 6 and 7, and tho preamble and title, were agreed to. 

His Honor THe Preswenr said that he observed in the list of business 
a notice of motion that the Bill should be passed. He might remark that: 
under the rulos for the conduct of business a Bill could not be passed on 
the same day when it was scttled in Council, if any amendments had been 
introduced in it. He thought, therefore, that the proper course would be t0 
postporte the passing.of the Bill till the next meeting of the Council. 

Ma,,,Scuatcu said’ that he would ask the President to suspend. the 
rules in’ Order that the Bill might be passed; as the amendments thie’ hdl 
een made were not of such‘ nature as toarender it n that the pa q 
of the Bill should be‘postponed.: it would perhaps beremembored 
had been introduced’ as an urgent ona, and as it had been before 
for some time, he did not see the necessity of further dolay. — sia 
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‘Taz Preswent said that he-would like to take the sense of the Counci 
before déciding upon this matter. - 

©, Me. Daweroe said that the only reason that had been given for the suspen. 
sion of the rules was that the Bill had been for some time before the Council . 
and the public: he did not think that that was a sufficient reason for suspending 
the rules of the Council. There had been a good deal said of late about 
suspending the rules unnecessarily, both in this Council and elsewheré, and 
he thought it undesirable that such a course should be adopted without a full 
explanation of the reasons which made such a course desirable, which perhaps 
his hon’ble friend would give. 

Mr. Wyman said he thought that the suspension of the rules should only 
take place under some real nooeteity, and that it was a dangerous practice to 
discard the safeguard provided the rules of the Council; and as the 
hon’ble member who applied for the suspension of the rules had not shown 
sufficient reason to do so, he was certainly opposed to that course being 
followed. 

His Hovor tne Prestpent said that as there did not seem to be 
unanimity of opinion as to the propriety of suspending the rules, he thought 
that the Bill as settled by the Council should be published in the ordinary way, 
and might be considered and passed at the next meeting of the Council. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 16th instant.
